“For 
that reason, if no other, farmers 
should give serious consideration 
to the matter of marketing quo- 
tas and should express their opin- 
ion by voting in the referendum, 
The peanut referendum will be 
held in the same way as the cot- 
ton referendum is held each year 
to decide on cotton marketing 
quotas,” 

Mr. Crawley, a peanut grower 
himself, has followed closely the 
recent legislation establishing’ the 
marketing quota program for pea- 
nuts, He emphasizes that the pro- 
fram vitally affects every com- 
mercial producer of peanuts in 
Alabama, 

Crawley explained that gradual 
increases in peanut production, cul- 
minating in the large crop of 1940, 
had made the cost of the peanut 
diversion program so excessive 
that some means was necessary to 
adjust marketing of peanuts to the 
demand, The GFA Peanut Asso- 
ciation has been purchasing pea- 
nuts and diverting them from the 
edible trade into oil. 

Under the marketing quota a 
farmer may market all peanuts 
grown on his peanut acreage allot- 
ment without penalty. Any pea- 
nuts marketed in excess of his 
farm's marketing quota will be 
penalized 8c per pound, Crawley 
pointed out, however, in this con- 
nection that no penalty is paid if 
the farmer delivers his excess pea- 
nuts to an agency designated to 
divert them to oil. If the peanuts 
are delivered to oil mills the farm- 
er accepts the oil price for excess 
peanuts, which is lower than the 
market price for edible peanuts. 

Only those peanuts which are 
picked and threshed by mechanical 
means are subject to marketing 
quotas, Therefore, peanuts hogged- 
off or dug for hay do not come 
under quotas. It was pointed out 
that peanuts can be grown for oil 
on part or all of the cotton acre- 
age allotment, 


VOTING PLACES ARE NAMED 
IN COFFEE 


County Agent Hugh D. Sexton 
last Saturday mailed a letter to 
all peanut farmers in the county 
who are eligible to vote in the 
referendum Saturday, calling at- 
tention to the voting places in 
every precinct and giving other 
important information about the 
program, The letter stated: 

“According to records in this of- 
fice you are eligible to vote on 
Saturday, April 26, as to whether 
or not you favor Marketing Quo- 
tas on peanuts. You should not 
miss the opportunity of voting on 
this important question. 

“If two-thirds of the farmers 
who vote on Saturday, April 26, 
favor marketing quotas on pea- 
nuts they are guaranteed the price 
of at least 50 per cent of parity 
for all peanuts produced on their 
allotted acres for the years 1941, 
1942 and 1943. THERE IS NO 
PRICE GUARANTEE IF MAR- 
KETING QUOTAS ARE VOTED 
DOWN. 

“Just remember that the 1940 
neanut crop put an end to our 
Peanut Price Pegging Program 
and that this program can be had 
hy voting in favor of marketing 
quotas on peanuts on Saturday, 
April 26. 

“Voting places have been des- 
ignated in every beat in the coun- 
ty. You are instructed to report 
between 8:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
on Saturday, April 26, to the 
place which has been designated 
for the beat in which you farmed 
and harvested peanuts in 1940.

FARMERS ARE ADVISED HOW 
TO FIGHT THE BOLL WEEVIL 


Cautioning farmers that it will 
soon be time to apply pre-square 
poison for boll weevils, W, A, Ruf- 
fin, extension entomologist and 
horticulturist, advises use of cal- 
cium arsenate at time of first cul- 
tivation, 

Liquid or dust poisoning is 
equally effective, cne or two ap- 
plications at weekly intervals be- 
ing sufficient for early treatment. 
Farmers having necessary equip- 
ment will probably prefer sweet- 
ened poison, One pound of cal- 
cium, one gallon black strap mo- 


lasses and one gallon of water is 
proper spray preparation and costs 
around 25 cents per acre treated, 
If dust is used, two-four pounds 
calcium arsenate per acre, applied 
lightly as possible, is sufficient, 
On heavy soils in Central and 
West Alabama the cotton flea is 
likely to cause more damage than 
the boll weevil. Ruffin points out 
that on land where cotton does 
not set fruit as early as it should 
this condition is almost sure to be 
caused by cotton fleas feeding on 
plants, Under such conditions 
farmers will find it profitable to 
make two or three poisonings at 
weekly intervals, consisting of one 
pound of calcium arsenate and two 
pounds of dusting sulphur, Ap- 
plied at time of first cultivation, 


this treatment serves also as pre- 
Square poisoning for boll weevil,
